Consul Jewett at Trebizond reports September 13 that a case of 
cholera had been reported at Kerassimd and that the disease was also 
present at Erzinghan in the province of Erzeroum. 



Mekka— Cbolera, 



Official reports state that from September 1 to 10, inclusive, 231 
cases of cholera, with 198 deaths, were recorded in Mekka. 



Salonllil— Cliolera. 



Official reports state that from August 11 to September 10, inclu- 
sive, 110 cases of cholera, with 50 deaths, were recorded in Saloniki. 



Smyrna— CHolera. 



The American vice consul general at Smyrna reports that from 
August 28 to September 3, inclusive, there were 188 cases of cholera, 
with 86 deaths, recorded at Smyrna.

Consul Manning at La Guaira reports that during the week ended 
August 26, 3 cases of yellow fever were recorded in Caracas.
